Wendel Laidley, repre- 
senting Abacus Cities, told 
the Chamber at the St. 
Albert Inn Mayor Plain 
should be congratulated for 
having the patience to hold 
off piecemeal development in 
St. Albert. 


St, Albert & Sturgeon 


The shopping centre facil- 
ity will go ahead on a joint 
venture basis with Abacus 
Cities and the Hudson Bay 
Company and the first stage 
should be completed by 
1978. 

The first phase of the 
development will see a 
280,000 square foot shopping 
centre built in the triangle of 
land bordered by the St. 
Albert Trail to the west, the 
Sturgeon River to the south 
and Bellerose Drive to the 
north. 

As development progress- 
es on the 61 acre site, Abacus 


Cities will complete a 280 
unit residential development 
near the Sturgeon River. 

Cost of the first phase of 
the shopping centre will be 
$15 million, and stage two 
will cost $12 million. The 
residential development will 
bring the final cost to $50 
million. 

Mr. Laidley also thanked 
Mayor Plain for having kept 
the negotiations out of the 
public ear, ‘‘a public really 
not professionally familiar 
with what you are doing."’

Residents protest 
Shell development” 


About 20 Forest Lawn 
residents attended a Muni- 
cipal Planning Commission 
meeting May 10 anticipating 
the revival of a proposal for a 
commercial development on 
a chunk of land bounded by 
Sir Winston Churchill Ave- 
nue, Fairchild Drive and 
Fairview Boulevard. 

The land, known as the 
Shell property has been 
zoned C-2 (Commercial) sin- 
ce 1972, and in December 
1976 Daon Development 
Corporation came within an 
ace of bringing a major 
shopping facility to the area. 

But they had not reckoned 
on the outcry this was to 
bring from the St. Albert 
Forest Lawn and District 
Community Association whi- 
ch was formed as a counter- 
weight to commercial de- 
velopment in that area. 

The result was that council 
turned down the request 
from Daon to go ahead with 
their commercial develop- 
ment on the site. 

At the MPC meeting last 
Tuesday night, two repre- 
sentatives from Shell Canada 
finally showed up in front of 
MPC and the Community 
Association. 

They recommended the 
site remain C-2, but witha 
mix of multiple family de- 
velopment (R3 or R2A). 

Alberta Retail-Manager 
for Shell Canada John Mc- 
Lurg pointed out the site was 
zoned C-2 since the day of 
purchase in 1972. Now 
Mayor Dick Plain is saying 
that no one is talking about 
C-2 development of the site 
anymore and Bill Shields, a 
representative of the Com- 
munity Association compl- 
ained that Shell Canada had 
presented their dialogue to 
MPC ‘‘with no discussion 
with us."” 

The upshot of the meeting 
was that Shell Canada will be 
getting a letter from St. 
Albert asking them to be 
present at another meeting 
with the Community Asso- 
ciation and the city fathers. 

Tom Sentes, representing 
the Community Association 
before MPC said they would 
now like to see the property 
rezoned R-1, (single family 
residential). 

He also said the Asso- 
ciation had a developer who 


was interested in the pro- 
perty and would ‘‘make Shell 
a reasonable offer."’ 

The figure quoted by Mr. 
Sentes was $% million, the 
price a private developer had

The City of St. Albert will 
present its proposed General 
Plan at two public meetings 
scheduled for Thursday, May 
19 at St. Albert High School 
and Wednesday, May 25 at 
V.J. Maloney Junior High. 
Both meetings will start at 
7:30 p.m. 

The General Plan follows 
several vears of detailed 
research and is designed to 
provide guidelines for mana- 
ging the future development 
of the community. 

The primary objectives of 
the plan are to maintain a 
separate and distinct identity 
for the City of St. Albert; to 
advance the existing high 
quality of community life 
style; to achieve a more 
balanced economic develop- 
ment; and to maintain viable 
transportation and utility 
systems. 

The General Plan includes 
recommendations regarding 
housing policy, industrial 
and commercial devel- 
opment, local employment 
opportunities, recreation and 
cultural services and facilit- 
ies, health and protective 
services, education, utilities, 
transit and roadway im- 
provements. 

These and other issues to 
be discussed at the meetings 
are of major importance to 
the citizens of St. Albert and 
the City is hoping for a large 
turnout. 

Following public discuss- 
ion, and based on input 
received, the City’s Planning 


Services Department will 
present its recommendations 
to council. Before council 
gives final approval to the 
Plan, an additional public 
hearing will be held some- 
time in June -- to allow 
maximum opportunity for 
citizen participation.

For safe, and successful 
transfusion, the patient's 
blood group must match the 
donor's blood group and, 
accordingly, all types of 
blood are needed on a 
continuing basis. 

The average adult has 
from 12 to 13 pints of blood 
circulating through his sys- 
tem and a little less than a 
pint is taken when blood is 
donated, The fluid portion of 
the blood is replaced within 
24 hours of donation and the 
ted cells are replaced within 
three weeks, although there 
is virtually no harm caused 
by giving blood.

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SUICIDE, DOLLARS AND ALBERTA 


Perhaps one of the most telling commentaries on the worth 
of the ‘‘good”’ life in Alberta of the late seventies is the 
horrendous suicide rate of this province. 


The latest statistics show that the suicide rate has 
quadrupled in the last few years and has increased more 
than 50 percent in the age group 15 - 24. 


Another macabre touch to the story is that Edmonton is 
ahead of Calgary in the suicide stakes, by a whisker. 


The most frightening aspect of these statistics is that they 
are possibly only the tip of the ice-berg. 


In a province of about one and a half million, where about 
one person a day is taking his own life, if the statistics are 
right, how many more people are daily battling the causes of 
suicide, isolation, disillusion, and estrangement? 


But for the fact of human mortality, it is interesting to note 
that with the present suicide rate in Alberta, in just over two 
thousand years there would be nobody left in the province! 
(Given there was zero birthrate}. 


On the surface, Alberta is an economist’s dream; there are 
the tar sands in Fort McMurray and there is the massive 
Heritage Trust Fund. 


There are lots of dollars to go around for the experts to make 
more pretty pictures of how life should be here 10, 20, 30 
years from now. 


And dollars seem to be thrown around with gay abandon 
here in St. Albert itself. Millions on land purchases, 
thousands on Local Authorities Board hearings, millions 
more on shopping centres, and, of course, thousands on 
pretty pictures. 


Setting the suicide rate against all this wealth is an 
interesting equation, 


Without a doubt, if suicides could come back, they would 
have an interesting tale to tell; the sad thing is that they 
leave without any positive input for the society which they so 
damningly leave behind. 


Perhaps suicide is one comment about society which is 
wae paying attention to - and it doesn’t cost the taxpayer a 
ollar.

Teachers ‘inflamed’ 


by board’s remarks 


Speaking on behalf of 
teachers of district 6, Larry 
Dick told board members 
Wednesday night that sever- 
al members of the teaching 
staff had been ‘‘enflamed’’ 
by remarks made by trustees 
at the board's regular meet- 
ing two weeks ago. 

The remarks were made 
during a discussion of the 
proposed school year. Trus- 
tee Shirley McCaffery had 
moved that reference to 
school closures being effect- 
ed one hour early once a 
month to allow for staff 
meetings be deleted from the 
school year. At this juncture, 
Dr. Cuts remarked that after 
hours staff meetings would 
give teachers a chance to 
prove they can do something 
without getting paid for it."’ 

Mr. Dick stated that these 
remarks showed a break- 
down in communication be- 
tween the board and tea- 
chers, He asserted that 


teachers had recently been 
involved in five theatrical 
productions, basketball ac- 
tivities, invitational tourna- 
ments, outdoor education 
outings and meetings all of 
which took place after school 
hours, on weekends and 
during the summer. He re- 
marked that teacher par- 
ticipate in these activities for 
a number of reasons, ‘‘the 
least of which is financial 
gain.” 

‘*Teachers feel their eff- 
orts seem to be in question 
by the board,'’ said Mr, 
Dick. ''A lot of teachers don't 
like their professionalism 
attacked causing them to 
emerge as mercenary,’’ he 
added, 

Board chairman Bill Web- 
ber apologized for remarks 
made during the discussion 
and pointed out that the 
teachers’ efforts had been 
commended by the board on 
several other occasions.

immediately. It takes one 
minute and five seconds to 
extend your aerial ladder 50 
feet (which is approximately 
four floors) and have water 
going on the fire. These 
aerials also have remote 
control nozzles which swivel 
so that you can reach fire at 
all angles, such as a hard 
place like condominium fires, 
where fire vehicles cannot 
get really close because of 


the construction and inacc- 
essibility. Windows can be 
broken for evacuation, be- 
cause the stair wells may 
already be full of smoke. The 
idea that an aerial truck 
wouldn’t be necessary be- 
cause the windows are 
sealed, just isn’t true. The 
statement was made, who 
would get the victims down 
from the fourth or 26th 
floors. The firefighters are 


trained for this type of work. 
Their jobs are to fight fire 
and save lives, 

I hope Mr. de Bruijn that 
these few facts will open your 
eyes and others to the fact of 
just how efficient our fire 
departments could be if they 
had the proper equipment 
and manpower!

MLA’s, CMHA members discuss mental health 


About 40 provincial MLAs 
met Thursday night with 
Canadian Mental Health 
Association President Walter 
Coombes and other asso- 
ciation members, to discuss 
five aspects of the mental 
health scene in the province. 

Suicide is becoming a 
major concern in this pro- 
vince, and the association 
feels that no concerted 
efforts have been made to 
combat the problem here. 
The number of suicides 
among the young people of 
the province has risen 
alarmingly. Between 1968 
and 1973, 70 youngsters 
between the ages of 15 and 
29 committed suicide per 
year. Of these over SO 
percent had a history of 
mental disorder. 

A Steering Committee on 
Suicide is developing an 
approach to co-ordinating 
suicide intervention efforts in 
Edmonton, and there are 
community based move- 
ments of this sort in several 
other areas. The CMHA 
sponsors Suicide Workshops 
and has obtained suicide 
training films. 

At the meeting, the asso- 
ciation stressed the need for 
interest in the Legislature in 
the development of suicide 
intervention endeavours. 

Another concern expres- 
sed involved the need for 
more residential rehabilita- 
tion programs. Serious dis- 
ruptions in rehabilitation of 
patients after treatment have 
been caused by the fact that 
there is limited rental acc- 
ommodation, and fewer 
rooming and boarding house 
proprietors willing to be 
responsible for returning 
patients. 

The association emphasiz- 
ed in their discussion with 
the MLA’s that the ability to 
remain in the community is 
essential to successful re- 
habilitation, and urged in- 
creased attention to this 
problem. 


NOW IN ST. ALBERT 


SCHOOLS AND MENTAL 
HEALTH 


The role of the schools in 
ensuring the mental health of 
the province’s youth popu- 
lation was also discussed. 
Teachers are in a unique 
position to perceive child- 
ren’s behavior and have 


‘opportunities to intervene to 


aid troubled children. For 
some time, the schools have 
been attempting to provide 
specialized services for such 
children. 

Schools can also include 
mental health material in 
their curricula, emphasizing 
coping and problem solving 
strategies. At the elementary 
level, teachers are also 
useful in spotting learning 
disabilities, and improved 
awareness of the signs of 
learning disabilities is nee- 
ded.’ 

The association stressed 
that there are shortages of 
qualified school counsellors 
in non-urban Alberta, and 
stated that a differentiation 
must be made in the role of 
counsellors at the elemen- 
tary, junior high and high 
school levels. 

The issue of privacy of 
information concern- 
ing mental health, which has 
received considerable pub- 
licity of late was another 
topic. Concern about a com- 
puterized information re- 
trieval introduced by the 
Mental Health Services cau- 
sed the matter to be in- 
vestigated by the associa- 
tion, and at the meeting, 
association members outlin- 
ed some principles applying 
to the confidentiality of 
mental health records. 

Association members then 
outlined various aspects of 
volunteer participation in 
mental health services. They 
stated that regional mental 
health councils need addi- 
tional aid, in the nature of 
funds for secretarial staff. 
This would allow volunteers 
to get the information they 
need to make decisions and

Does Anyone Remember Parliament?

A couple of decades ago, 
in the Dark Ages when elect- 
ed representatives were still 
expected to help govern, 
some long-lost cynic pointed 
out that politicians, by and 
large, aren’t very well quali- 
fied. In the cynic’s words, 
“the veterinarian who doc- 
tors our dogs and cats is re- 
quired to show more prepa- 
ration for his calling than is 
the politician who seeks to 
assume the right to direct 
not only our industrial but 
also much of our personal 
life.” 


That’s a neat argument, 
with only one flaw: it for- 
gets that, for all their faults, 
the politicians are of the peo- 
ple and elected by the people. 
They are the spokesmen for 
their constituents. 

Lately, Parliament hasn’t 
been used much in day-to- 
day governing. All the real 
decision-making is done by a 
handful of Cabinet ministers 
and thousands upon thou- 
sands of civil servants. 


The MPs, by and large, 
aren't happy about this and 
they show their discontent 
by spending as little time as 
possible in the House, Ex- 
cept for Question Period, 
when backbenchers can har- 
rass the Cabinet, the House 
is all but deserted. Everyone 
knows that, no matter what 
Parliament seems to be doing, 
the heavy action — such as 
dismantling of the Antiinfla- 
tion Board — is taking place 
behind closed doors, 


Decisions are being made 
in three ways. Constant fede- 
ral-provincial meetings result 
in the major decisions, Cabi- 
net confers regularly with big 
business and labour leaders. 
And civil servants handle 
most of what remains. Parlia- 
ment simply rubber stamps 


policies made by mandarins 
in back rooms. 


The trend away from Par- 
liament has been accelerat- 
ing. Recently, the Canadian 
Labour Congress proposed 
that Cabinet, big business 
and big labour should get 
together to establish an all- 
powerful planning body 
which would have executive 
powers in government. The 
Canadian Federation of In- 
dependent Business success- 
fully opposed this idea — but 
the plan would never have 
arisen in the presence of a 
strong Parliament. 


Obviously, something has 
to be done to get govern- 
ment back into the hands of 
elected representatives. Two 
good places to start would 
be television cameras in the 
House of Commons and dele- 
gating more authority to 
House committees. 


Television would take Par- 
liament into every home. 
Good MPs and bad PMs 
would be easily identified 
by the general public, just as 
good and bad government 
policies would be more re- 


cognizable. 


But the most promising 
reform would be reworking 
the House committees. At 
the present time, any MP 
who doesn’t toe the party 
line in committee is promptly 
removed, But, in the United 
States, Congressional com- 
mittees have broad powers 
to investigate and legislate. 
House committees could 
provide a platform for com- 
petent backbenchers, giving 
their position some purpose 
and bringing a voice of the 
people back into government. 


In other words, let's get 
government out of the back- 
rooms and back into Parlia- 
ment where it belongs.

PRESIDENT CARTER’S ROOTS 
From Associated Press 


A British genealogist believes he has traced President 
Carter’s roots back to a 16th century London wine merchant. 


Noel Currer-Briggs said in an Associated Press interview 
that he had traced the president to John Carter, a wine 
merchant whose son Thomas Carter was born in London in 
1610 and sailed for Virginia in 1635. 


‘The Carter family was very prominent in the city of 
London,”’ said Currer-Briggs, who is researching Carter’s 
English connections for Debrett’s, the peerage and 
genealogy publishers in London. 


The president's direct ancestors had distant cousins who 
once owned Chequers, the country estate 25 miles west of 
London now used as a retreat for British prime ministers, 
Currer-Briggs said. 


Currer-Briggs said Chequers was in the hands of the Carter 
family’s remote cousins from about 1300 to 1700. 


A similar genealogical trace was reported by the Desert 
News in Salt Lake City, Utah. 


In a copyright story, the paper quoted a genealogist of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (Mormon) as 
saying he had traced Carter through family wills to a 
Thomas Carter Sr., who arrived in Virginia from England in 
1635. The Mormon genealogist said Thomas Carter was the 
president's eighth-great-grandfather.

Public input into the general plan 


A draft copy of St. Albert’s 
General Plan has been com- 
pleted by the St, Albert 
Planning Department. App- 
roximately 22 years of time 
and effort have been ex- 
pended in carrying out the 
detailed background studies 
needed to prepare this docu- 
ment. 

The Planning Department 
has attempted to prepare a 
plan which will allow our 
community to: 

(1) maintain a separate 
and distinct community id- 
entity; 

(2) advance the existing 
high quality of community 
life style; 

(3) achieve a more balan- 
ced level of economic de- 
velopment, and; 

(4) establish and maintain 
viable transportation and 
utility systems. 

A number of the key 
recommendations contained 
in the report are as follows: 

(1) maintenance of the 
basic single-family residen- 
tial characteristics of the 
community (80-20 split); 

(2) preservation and esta- 
blishment of new and exist- 
ing open space areas (e.g. 
park development along the 
Sturgeon River and main- 
tenance of high open-space 
standards in the planning of 
new residential areas); 

(3) development of major 
and community shopping 
centre outlets; 

(4) immediate develop- 
ment of a light-industrial 
base to provide jobs and tax 
relief; 

(5) future expansion of our 
basic transit system and 
facilities; 

(6) construction and de- 
velopment of new and 
partially existing arterial 
roads within St, Albert and 
between St. Albert and 
Edmonton; and, 

(7) establishment of an 
average annual growth rate 
target in order to minimize 
the problems created by ex- 
cessively high rates of 
population expansion.

St. Albert radio station 


stillin with a chance 


St. Albert is still hot on the 
trail for its own radio station, 
it was learned at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce meeting in 


the Club Mocombo last 
week, 
Last year St. Albert 


Broadcasting got clobbered 
at a Canadian Radio and 
Television Commission hea- 
ring in Edmonton. 

The main reasons for that 
were interventions by other 
radio stations in Edmonton 
which claimed the St. Albert 
station would interfere with 
their signal. 

At the time there was also 
the concern that St. Albert 
would be swallowed up by 
Edmonton; but since then St. 
Albert has achieved city 
status. 

Bob Russell, of St. Albert 
Broadcasting expects the 
next CRTC hearing of the St. 
Albert brief to be early 
December 1977. 


The application is for a 
10,000 watt AM station 
which would employ 18 
people. 

Eventually the station 
would expand to be able to 
take a staff of between 30 
and 40, 

As well as providing 
music, the station would 
provide local news, with 
regular updates on what the 


weather is like on the St. 
Albert Trail. 

Mr. Russell said there 
would be verbatim coverage 
of city council, with the news 
not having to be interpreted 
by the listener. 

The Chamber moved to 
support the application for a 
radio station, and will have 
its own representative at the 
hearing.

ATA has proposals for Heritage Trust Fund 


The Alberta Teachers’ 
Association has put forward 
four proposals for the utiliza- 
tion of the Alberta Heritage 
Trust Fund. 

The first of these would 
establish an Alberta Teach- 


ing Development Trust, to 
finance developmental ex- 
periences for teachers so 
they can enhance their 
teaching skills. 

The Association feels that 
despite existing inservice 


programs provided by school 
boards and the ATA work- 
shops, three factors have 
created a greater need for 
developmental programs. 
These include the shift to 
local autonomy in curricu- 


School discipline study 
brings mixed results 


Over one third of those 
responding to the Alberta 
School Discipline Study think 
that discipline in the pro- 
vince’s schools might be 
stricter. A total of 83 percent 
selected the range from ‘‘just 
about right, but perhaps too 
lenient’’ to ‘‘just about right 


but perhaps a bit too strict.’’ 
Participants in the study felt 
that remedial action for most 
causes of school discipline 
problems could be taken 
directly by the school. Upon 
releasing the study, educa- 
tion Minister Julian Koziak 
stated that ‘‘We intend to 
leave decisions on corporal 


Small schools 


grants increased 


Increases in the 1977 
grants to small schools were 
announced recently by Edu- 
cation Minister Julian Koz- 
iak. He stated that the new 
level of support will rise by 
124.5% to nearly $1.6 
million. 

The revised grant formula 
is based on recommenda- 
tions of the 1975 report of the 
Minister's Advisory Com- 
mittee on School Finance. 
The new formula will extend 
support to a large number of 
small schools and generally 
increase the amount alloca- 
ted to each school. 


Under the new plan, if a 
school has an enrolment of 10 
or fewer children per grade 
at the elementary, junior or 
senior high level, the grant 
will be $1500 for each level 
qualifying, plus $S0 per pupil 
at that level. 

Only systems with a gross 
enrollment under 6,000 will 
be eligible for such support. 


punishment and the admini- 
stration of discipline to 
school boards and their pro- 
fessional staff.’’ 

Respondents to the survey 
were divided between ‘‘tra- 
ditionalists, who feel that 
schools should do what is 
necessary, including using 
the strap to keep order, and 
the ‘‘humanists,’’ who re- 
commend more freedom, 
acceptance and encourage- 
ment. Parents over 30 and 
two-parent families were 
found to hold more trad- 
itional views on school 
discipline than younger or 
one parent families. Students 
in matriculation programs 
were also found to be more 
traditionalist than students 
not bound for college. 

Parents, students and tea- 
chers frequently opposed the 
idea that discipline situations 
be avoided by allowing older 
pupils to quit school. Also, 
many students, parents and 
teachers did not feel that 
students should participate 
in making and enforcing 
school rules.

lum, the knowledge that real 
change in teacher behaviour 
requires more intensive ex- 
perience in curriculum de- 
velopment; and the fact that 
society's expectations has 
escalated pressure on tea- 
chers. 


Of the 5,230 participants, 
1,322 identified student mis- 
behaviour as the cause of 
discipline problems. The 
second most frequently 
mentioned cause was lack of 
discipline in the home, cited 
by 1,112 respondents. Others 
named inappropriate actions 
by teachers, poor parent- 
teacher report, and poor 
student-teacher relationships 

Only 2.9 percent thought 
school discipline was too 
strict. This position was 
taken by junior high students 
and a few senior admini- 
strators. 

The study was requested 
jointly by the Alberta School 
Trustees’ Association and 
the Alberta Teachers Asso- 
ciation. It was conducted 
during the 1975-76 school 
year. 


The Association proposes 
that the provincial govern- 
ment provide $50,000,000 to 
establish and maintain this 
trust. This would be used to 
establish teacher centres; 
short courses, seminars and 
workshops; assistance with 
special councils; and ad hoc 
groups of teachers to explore 
problems of students; and 
development of media pro- 
grams. 

The second proposal would 
institute an Alberta Educa- 
tion Information Service to 
remedy what the Association 
terms ‘‘grossly inadequate"’ 
information resources for 
teachers and students. This 
service would feature a 
reference service centre; a 
bibliographic service; a co- 
pying service and a referral 
service. The association esti- 
mates the initial annual 
operating cost at $200,000 
with the capital cost for the 
build-up of resources at a 
university centre at between 
$2 and $3 million. 


STUDY CENTRES 


The ATA also proposes 
Alberta Heritage Study Cen- 
tres to study unique aspects 
of the province's culture, 
economic environment, his- 
torical features and geo- 
graphy in an inter-disci- 


plinary approach, They sug- 
gest a major centre at 
Edmonton and several re- 
gional centres. The major 
centre would include a 
provincial educational mus- 
eum, archives and admini- 
Stration facilities. Regional 
centres would provide a 
variety of accommodation for 
students, adults and families 
with classrooms, dormitories 
and camping areas. 

The cost factors of the 
centres would include the 
purchase of land, construc- 
tion of centres, and the 
operational costs. 

The final proposal would 
establish institutes for the 
development of teaching and 
learning. These institutes 
would investigate profess- 
ional practice difficulties of 
teachers, and evaluate the 
various components of tea- 
ching and learning. Some of 
the features of this proposal 
include a laboratory setting 
for model schools, a site for 
demonstration classes, and a 
centre for the development of 
diagnostic and remedial cli- 
nics for teaching skills. The 
ATA feels that the institutes 
would establish a consistant 
way of dealing with a number 
of education needs, and 
would result in better teach- 
ing and improved programs 
of study.

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School discipline: How U.S. educators cope 


{School discipline is the 
number one problem in 
American schools. Reflecting 
concern over the problem, 
the Christian Science Mon- 
itor recently ran a 16 page 
supplement on the subject. 
The following article summ- 
arizes that supplement). 

In less complex times, a 
community's schools reflect- 
ed the shared values of that 
community, which were 
more or less homogeneous. 
In this day and age, however, 
there is no guarantee that 
any two members of a com- 
munity will share the same 
views of acceptable be- 
haviour, and our schools 
reflect that diversity. 

The discipline problem, to 
a degree, stems from this 
multiplicity of behavioural 
standards. Added to this is 
the fact that, due to the 
Permissive Revolution of the 
1960's, school officials are 
often lacking direction, and 
are unwilling to accept 
responsibility for moral and 
ethical leadership. The gra- 
dual breakdown of the family 
unit has caused the discipline 
problem to snowball, and 
some feel, (and studies 
support their theory) that 
standards of behaviour have 
been further undermined by 


the decline 
instruction. 

Whatever the reasons for 
it, the lack of discipline in 
today's schools is mirrored in 
several unsavoury pheno- 
mena. These include absent- 
eeism, vandalism, violence 
and lowered academic st- 
andards. 

Several solutions to the 
problem have been initiated, 
and some of these are as 
chilling as the problem itself. 
One Boston high school has 
30 state troopers to keep 
order, and students are 
scanned by a metal detector 
to prevent weapons from 
being brought into the build- 
ings. In other schools, all 
doors, including that of 
classrooms, are kept locked 
during school hours to 
prevent the entry of unauth- 
orized persons. 

More commonly, however, 
teachers and administrators 
are trying to initiate pro- 
grams to cope with the 
problem. Several schools 
have instituted ‘‘Pro-Child’’ 
programs. These include 
programs for the prevention 
of child abuse and neglect, in 
which school health divisions 
investigate suspect cases. 
However, the object of such 
programs is not to haul the

offending parents off to 
court, but to help solve their 
problems as a family. Such 
programs provide Teen-Par- 
ent counselling, nurseries 
that parents can turn to when 
under emotional strain, and 
homemaker services. 

Many schools have esta- 
blished centres for special 
instruction. These are special 
classes for students with 
major or minor disciplinary 
problems, and are seen as an 


alternative to suspension and 
expulsion. 

Today's schools have dis- 
covered that they are too 
isolated from the rest of the 
community. When students 
perceive schools as alienated 
institutions, the quality of 
their behaviour there be- 
comes unimportant to them. 
To combat their isolation, 
some schools have reached 
out to their communities to 
strengthen the ties between 


them and this validate the 
school’s position and auth- 
ority in that community. 
Teachers, administrators, 
parents, community resid- 
ents and the students them- 
selves have entered into joint 
planning and action, and 
schools are acting now in 
co-operation with other com- 
munity agencies. 

This kind of community 
approach has led to the 
realization that suspension 


and expulsion are dead-end 
streets, and that alternatives 
should be tried. Some 
schools have initiated limited 
and final probation periods 
for problem students, as well 
as work-study suspension 
periods. Group counselling is 
available for severe, chronic 
misbehavors. The new app- 
roach is tougher, but has 
fewer rules, and more 
counselling is utilized. 


Foreign student quotas 


The Advisory Committee 
to the President will re- 
commend to the U of A 
General Faculties Council 
that foreign student en- 
rollment be restricted to five 
percent of the total under- 


graduate and 20% of the 
graduate student population. 
Of the five percent no one 
country should represent 
more than 20% of the foreign 
student enrollment. This 


would mean that Hong Kong 
students who now represent 
about 40% of foreign stu- 
dents, would be reduced by 
half. 

The five percent figure 


represents the current level 
of foreign student enroll- 
ment. The graduate students 
from foreign countries now 
comprise about 15% of 
graduate enrollment. 


U of Ato house Ombudsman Institute 


The world’s first ombuds- 
man institute is to be 
‘established at the University 
of Alberta. 

In Paris recently, Dr. Ran- 
dall Ivany, ombudsman for 
the Province of Alberta and 
chairman of the International 
Ombudsman Steering Com- 
mittee now meeting in the 
french capital, announced 
that his committee had en- 
dorsed and accepted a pro- 
posal for an ombudsman 
institute to be located within 
the Faculty of Law at the 
University of Alberta. 

The institute is to act as a 
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centre for information rela- 
tive to the ombudsman func- 
tion and activities and to 
institutionalize in a co- 
ordinated manner research 
on the subject. 

In the proposal, a number 
of objectives that the insti- 
tute could adopt were out- 
lined. As well as being a 
centre for the cataloguing 
and storing of information 
concerning the ombudsman 
institution, it could play a 
role in organizing periodic 
seminars and courses for 
those working for an om- 
budsman, involved in the 
work of an ombudsman 
institution, or those wishing 
to be attached to an om- 
budsman institution. Also, 
an ombudsman journal could 
be published on a regular 
basis. 

In the area of research, the 
proposal foresaw the in- 
stitute undertaking research 
into the impact of individual 
ombudsman and of the insti- 


got 


‘tution in general, as well as 
funded research projects 
made possible through des- 
ignated research funds or 
consulting arrangements be- 
tween the institute and a 
requesting government or 


other institution. 

The proposal noted that 
Alberta was the first in North 
America to appoint an om- 
budsman: Sweden being the 
birthplace of the institution 
as we know it today.

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Einstein, Edison, Patton thought ‘stupid’ in school 


According to this month's 
newsletter from the Edmon- 
ton Association for Children 
with Learning Disabilities, 
many people who achieved 
greatness in assorted fields 
suffered varying degrees of 
learning disabilities. Quoting 
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from an article entitled 
‘Language Disabilities in 
Menof Eminence,’* by Dr. 
Lloyd Thompson of North 
Carolina, the newsletter giv- 
es some examples. 

In its introduction, experts 
on remedial reading stale 
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that many great contributors 
to human affairs, art and 
scholarship acted in spite of 
some handicap, and that 
despite this many iater 
“*manifested a real flair for 
English expression.” 

The article then quotes 
from another publication, a 
book entitled ‘‘Cradles of 
Eminence’ by Goertzel. In 
it. we hear of the inventor of 
the electric light bulb, 
Thomas Alva Edison, who 
wrote in his diary ‘‘l 
remember | never used to be 
able to get along at school. | 
was always at the foot of the 
class .... My father thought I 
was stupid and | almost 
decided that I was a dunce."’ 
Apparently, Edison never 
learned to spell, and his 
grammar and syntax were 
sadly lacking, even when he 
reached manhood. The 
newsletter comments that 2 
man of Edison’s intelligence 
would have acquired a much 
greater language facility if he 
had no had a definite 
disability in this field. 

The eminent sculptor Au- 
guste Rodin was described as 
‘*The worst pupil in school’’ 
and his own father despaired 
“*L have an idiot for a son.” 
His uncle pronounced him 
“*uneducable."” Later, upon 
receiving an honorary degree 
from Oxford University, Ro- 
din apparently sat in the 
company of Mark Twain, 
Camille Saint-Saens and 
General Booth and wondered 
how he, poor scholar that he 
had been, was now being 
described as a ‘scholar of 
sculpture,” 


PATTON MEMORIZED 
LECTURES 


General George S. Patton 
was another great man who 
achieved greatness despite 
disabilities. He was aided by 
an extraordinary memory, 
and apparently got through 
West Point by memorizing 
whole lectures and parroting 
them verbatim. Although he 
could write script, he could 
not read print. 
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Many dyslexics not infre- 
quently become fluent sp- 
eakers, partly as a com- 
pensation for their poor 
facility in reading and wri- 
ting. One of these was 
Woodrow Wilson, president 
of Princeton University and 
later president of the United 
States. He could not manage 
his letters until he was nine 
and could not read until he 
was eleven. At school, he 
excelled at subjects having to 
do with speech, and made his 
name as an undergraduate in 


debating. 

Albert Einstein, according 
to his son, was considered 
backward by his teachers. 
They reported to his father 
that he was mentally slow, 
unsociable and a dreamer. 
He did not talk until he was 
four or read until he was 
nine. At 12, he was brilliant 
ir mathematics and physics 
but had no gift for language. 
He failed his first attempt at 
college entrance. 

Eminent historian Brooks 
Adams, a Harvard graduate 


was said to have ‘*performed 
wretchedly"’ at school and 
could neither read nor spell 
tolerably. His family went so 
far as to take the boy to his 
family physician to ask 
whether a blow to the head 
with a cricket ball could 
account for his stupidity. 
Other eminents mentioned 
as having possible learning 
disabilities include Hans 
Christian Anderson, King 
Karl X1 of Sweden, bacter- 
iologist Paul Erlich and psy- 
chologist William James. 


Skateboard hazards 


There is a resurgence in 
the popularity of skateboards 
and the Alberta Safety 
Council provides the follow- 
ing information as a guide to 
parents and would-be side- 
walk surfers. 

Skateboards are capable of 
attaining speeds of up to 35 
miles per hour. At this speed 
the risks are clear. Even at 
lower speeds, loss of control 
frequently results in painful 
and severe injury. 

Novice riders have little 
control over their direction, 


_and, at times, their speed, 


and cannot come to a quick 
stop when necessary. 

The device is not fastened 
to the user and can become a 
runaway which is dargerous 
to anyone in its path. 

The council advises ag- 
ainst the use of skateboards 
in all public locations such as 
sidewalks, roadways, paved 
shoulders and on steep 
grades. 

The newer models are 
considerably more sophisti- 
cated than their predecessors 
of the 60's. They are 
constructed of flexible high 
impact molded plastics or 
glass fibre. The urethane 
wheels afford a better grip on 
the road and allow the expert 
rider to slalom, spin and do 
balancing acts. 

Although the new boards 
are safer in some respects, 
serious injuries continue to 
occur. The use of elbow and 
knee pads would help to 


minimize serious injury. The 
Alberta Safety Council re- 
gards the skateboard as an 


unstable device to be used 
only by those who are 
prepared torisk bodily harm. 


South African ‘products 


of slavery’ boycotted in city 


A community-wide boycott 
of South African products 
has been initiated by the 
Apartheid Boycott Coalition 
of Edmonton. The boycott 
includes wines, liquors, 
beers, food and tobacco 
products. 

Information pickets have 
been established by the 
Coalition outside both ALCB 
outlets and selected grocery 
stores in an effort to inform 
Canadians to the products 
contributing to the main- 
tenance of apartheid as a way 
of life in South Africa. The 
boycott extends to products 
by Carling-O’Keefe and 
Rothman’s, as well as many 
types of tinned fruits, as 
these products help shore up 
the South African economy. 
The Coalition points out that 
alternative brands are avail- 
able, and that such a boycott 
can be effective with full 
public participation, 

The concept of the South 
African boycott was begun 
by the United Nations with 
the support of the black 
people of South Africa and 
others internationally. In 
Canada the boycott is backed

by the Alberta Federation of 
Labour, the New Democratic 
Party, CUSO and many other 
organizations. The federal 
government has condemned 
apartheid, but has taken no 
action in support.of this 
opinion. 

Supporters of the boycott 
have received assurances 
that it would not have a 
detrimental effect on the 
living and working conditions 
of the black majority in South 
Africa. When two repre- 
sentatives of the African 
National Congress (South 
Africa) visited the University 
recently, they pointed out 
that Canadians should rea- 
lize that when they purchase 
South African products, they 
are using the products of 
slavery. They emphasized 
that black South Africans 
welcome a thorough boycott 
as an instrument in their 
liberation.

Pressure-cooked Poule au pot 
has less calories 


Big news in the world of 
cooking this past year has 
been the new ‘‘cuisine 
minceur.’’ It is part of a 
trend in France in which 
even the highly traditional- 
minded top chefs of world- 
famous restaurants are ba- 
cking away from the so-call- 
ed ‘‘haute cuisine’’ with its 
rich sauces, lots of butter and 
eggs. 

Younger ideas are nudging 
some of the traditions aside 
(not all of them, thank 
goodness!) and proposing, in 
their place, new emphasis on 
the natural juiciness of 
meats, the intrinsic flavour 
and goodness of vegetables 
... the natural flavors, in 


other words. 

A side benefit of this trend 
is that the ‘‘cuisine minceur’’ 
puts fewer calories before 
the hungry guest and thus 
helps to avoid a thickening 
waistline. 

Here’s a tasty dish which 
proves the point: Poule au 
Pot, a poached whole, small 
chicken, cooked with carrots, 
turnip, celery and green 
beans. The juicy chicken 
basks in a delicately sea- 
soned broth, and the flavors 
intermingle for a most 
pleasing effect. The cooking 
liquid is thickened only 
enough to make a light 
sauce, and the whole pro- 
cedure takes less than half an 
hour, How is this possible? 


Choosing a barbecue 


Buying a barbecue can 
be a befuddling experience 
these days, as manufac- 
turers are offering a con- 
fusing array of types, sizes 
and styles. An article in the 
current issue of the Finan- 
cial Post magazine states 
that one specialty store had 
over 50 models to choose 
from, ranging from a $6 
hibachi to a $500 pro- 
pane-fueled, cast iron, tw- 
in-oven patio cart. 

The prospective buyer 
must first choose the fuel- 
ling system which most 
suits him, be it charcoal, 
gas or electricity. Gas 
barbecues are the most 
expensive, ranging from

$200 to $S00. Unlike char- 
coal, they allow control over 
the heat, and also give 
more intense heat than 
electric models. The latter 
range in price from $60 to 
$200. 

Both gas and electric 
models use lava chips in 
place of charcoal, but users 
claim the charcoal flavour is 
not lost. Those who choose 
charcoal will pay the lowest 
price, as these barbecues 
range from $6 to $170. 
However, charcoal is the 
most expensive to operate, 
as an ardent barbecuer can 
use $25 worth of briquets in 
a summer. A gas unit 
would only consume one 
$4.50 tank of propane, or if 
the barbecue is hooked up 
to the house’s supply of 
natural gas, only 10¢ per 
meal, 

After deciding upon fuel, 
style poses the next chall- 
enge. Gas and electric 
models are similar in 
appearance, as both come 
on wheels or stands. How- 
ever, charcoal burners co- 
me in a variety of models, 
from simple hibachis, to 
braziers, to large cast 
concrete brick units. What- 
ever style is chosen, the 
buyer should avoid light- 
weight cheap outfits in 
favour of those made of cast 
iron, 


The wizardry is pressure 
cooking. 

Unless you're an old hand 
at pressure cooking, it may 
be hard to believe just how 
much time and fuel is 
conserved by this modern 
method until you try it for 
yourself, Usually, it saves at 
least two-thirds the normal 
cooking time - even more 
when it comes to vegetables 
and some desserts.

Women give freely 
to help the hospital - 
but more are needed 


The value of women 
willing to give of their time 
and abilities was emphasized 
last week at the Hospital 
Auxiliary Ball. ‘‘But our 
numbers are declining Presi- 
dent Lois Fabi told the 
Gazette. We are down to 35 
and membership is dwind- 
ling.’’ She is also worried 
about what would happen if 
some of the expert sewers 
who do so much for the 
hospital were lost to the 
Auxiliary. The problem 
seems to be that so many 
women are going back to 
work, and Lois also men- 
tioned that St. Albert is a 
place where people come and 
go - last year the Auxiliary 


gained four members and. 


lost four who were trans- 
ferred out. In addition the 
hospital auxiliary has been 
able to attract only women 
from St. Albert and rural 
centres nearby, and Mrs. 
Fabi would like to see women 
from Morinville, Gibbons, 
Bon Accord and Legal also 
take interest in the work. 
“We need some new blood,’’ 
said Mrs. Fabi, as we are 
presently stretched to the 
limit. 

Workshops are held in St. 
Albert and in the country at 
which all the toys and gifts 
for the gift shop are made, 
and a concession area forms 
part of the gift shop, also 
manned by volunteers. Be- 
side the workshops members 
and others do sewing and 
laundry mending. Felina 
Borle and Ruth Ouimet are 
presently completing 100 
nighties, Odile Lesburg and 
Mrs. Desrochers make most 
of the slippers for the shop, 
and Marge Keiser of Mor- 
inville, a non-member helps 
out by crotcheting dresses 
for little girls from newborn 
to age three, which are an 
exceptionally popular item in 
the gift shop. 

At the city workshops 14 - 
16 members meet twice a 
month from 7 - 11 p.m. The 
country workshops, where 
members are mostly farm 
wives meet every Monday 
from late October until April, 
and hand crafts are produced 
such as farm boy toys, scare- 
crows, fridge ornaments for 
the gift shop. Some 10 - 12 
members meet each Monday 
afternoon. 

Pre-school children are 
introduced to the hospital 
through regular tours - about 
12 tours with 30 children 
each have gone through this 
year, Mrs. Fabi told the 
audience. They come from all 
over the Sturgeon Hospital 
District and usually when 
they return they do pictures 
and stories about what they 
saw. The youngsters visit the 
emergency ward where they 
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see the light over the table, 
have their temperatures tak- 
en. In the x-ray department 
they are shown x-rays of 
hands, feet, heart and lungs 
etcetera, spending 5 - 10 
minutes. In the physiother- 
apy department they see 
people exercising and try out 
some of the equipment. They 
are shown how blood sam- 
ples are taken in the lab, how 
the Coulter counter counts 
blood cells, and look through 
microscopes. Then it’s off to 
the kitchen and laundry room 
where they can see the 
dishes being washed, the big 
soup pots, the refrigerator 
and watch the linen coming 
through to the ironing 
boards. 

The visits are designed to 
make the children feel at 
home and understand what 
might happen if they were 
ever hospitalized, said Mrs. 
Fabi. 

Other work of auxiliary 
members included driving 
out-patients and supplying 
books and magazines to the 
solariums and main floor 
waiting area and other 
sections. Bernice Deutscher 
and Donna Coinner are 
presently looking after the 
play therapy work in the 
pediatric ward, helping small 
patients with colouring and 
painting projects, rocking a 
baby or comforting a child. 

People who do not feel 
they can become members 
also contribute a great deal 
by way of sewing and crafts 
and at the June 14 meeting 
the Auxiliary will have all 
non-members as their special 
guests, and award cer- 
tificates will be presented in 
recognition of their help. 


43 VOLUNTEERS HAVE

Volunteers can choose 
what kind of work they would 
like to do and also what hours 
they prefer. In appreciation 
of their valuable services to 
the hospital, the Auxiliary 
recognizes hours of service 
and there is presently a one 
thousand hour plaque with 
the names of 43 women on it, 
ready to be hung in the 
hospital.

Simpson flight was heart stopper for aviation pioneer 


(* Punch" Dickins, a pion 
eer of Canadian aviation and 
a much-decorated war veter 
an, was paid tribute recently 
in Heritage, a bi-monthly 
magazine published by Al 
berta Culture.) 

In a country that often 
bemoans it's lack of heroes, 
aviator ‘Punch’ Dickins em 
erges as a man of true heroic 
stature, whose action-packed 
life might well have been 
lifted from the pages of 
fiction. 

Although born in Mani 
toba, Dickins moved to 
Edmonton at the age of nine 
in 1908, allowing Edmon- 
tonians to claim him as their 
own. He received his edu- 
cation here, interrupting his 
studies at the University of 
Alberta to join up to fight in 
World War |. Because there 
was then no Canadian Air 
Corps, he got his start in the 
infantry. 

Dickins never fit the pub- 
lic’s image of the first world 
war's pilots as reckless, 
devil-may-care youths. A 
cool-headed perfectionist, he 
was more inclined to sensible 
precautions taken while the 
plane was still on the ground, 
rather than having to resort 
to mid-air melodramatics. 
Throughout his adventures, 
he eschewed the attention of 
the press as to unworrisome

Amongst Dickins’ many 
achievements is his con 
tribution to our present-day 
wealth in the oil and minerals 
in the north. His explorations 
of the north were unpre 
cedented. His most import 
ant flight in this area was a 
government-sponsored flight 
over the Barrens in 1928, 
which had far-reaching im 
plications for Canada in 
terms of northern resources, 
which were at that time out 
of reach. 

However, the flight that 
really caught the public 
imagination was the inaug- 
ural flight of what was hoped 
to be the first of regular 
flights by Western Canada 
Airways as far as Fort 
Simpson. The planes were to 
carry mail, packages and 
passengers. Not only the 
financial stakes but the emo- 
tional stakes were high, as 
many skeptics dismissed the 
idea as impossible. 

Dickins set out from 
Winnipeg, with the legen- 
dary Lew Parmenter as his 
engineer, flying the most 
modern plane available -- a 
Fokker Super Universal. 
However, bad luck pursued 
their flight. A blizzard kept 
them in Edmonton for two 
days, and 30 miles out of 
Edmonton, engine trouble 
forced him down again. At

Methods sought to help curb 


rising teenage pregnancy statistics 


At a recent Family Plann- 
ing Conference held in 
Winnipeg, Dr. T. M. Roul- 
ston, an internationally re- 
cognized and respected ex- 
pert in the field of family 
planning, stated that teen- 
age pregnancy is becoming 
one of North America’s 
biggest problems. 1974 Sta- 
tistics in Canada showed 
38,626 births to young 
women 12 - 19 years of age 
and 5,504 of these were to 
girls 12 -- 16. Also in 1974, 
there were 48,136 legal 
abortions performed in Can- 
ada. Thirty-one percent of 
the 41,227 cases analyzed 
were to teen-agers. In 1975, 
just under 40% of all 
abortions done in Alberta 
were to girls under the age of 
20. 

These are among the many 
facts concerned with teen- 
age pregnancy that will be 
presented at the present 
meeting of the Alberta 
Legislature by an organiza- 
tion, Planned Parenthood 
Alberta, which is urging the 
lowering of the age at which 
minors can consent to their 
own health care, 

Pregnancy in the younger 
woman is considered a 
medical risk. Many adol- 
escents who become preg- 
nant seek abortions after the 
recommended 12th week of 
pregnancy because they are 
afraid to confide to their 
parents that they are preg- 
nant and under the present 
law, parental consent is 
required for a woman under 
18 to seek an abortion. 

For those unmarried ad- 
olescents who complete their 
pregnancy, surrendering 
their baby is a traumatic 
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ON PICK-UP DAY. 


event and the number of girls 
who are deciding to keep 
their babies is increasing. It 
has been proved that an 
adolescent does not make a 
good parent. 

Because of the present law 
a minor is required to have 
parental consent to obtain 
contraceptives, a great many 
doctors will not take the legal 
risk of prescribing contra- 
ceptives to minors without 
parental consent. 

Consequently, sexually 
active minors are having 
sexual intercourse without 
using any method of birth 
control and are risking preg- 
nancy. 

Statistics indicate that 
difficulty in obtaining con- 
traceptives does not act as a 
deterrent to sexual activity 
among adolescents. 

At the above mentioned 
Family Planning Conference, 
Betty Schwartz, a consultant 
in services for unmarried 
parents in Baltimore, Mary- 
land stated these facts about 
the United States. There is 
no reason to believe that the 
situation is any different in 
Canada.

held across Canada 


This summer, during the 
months of July and August, 
10 schools will be held across 
Canada for experienced can- 
oeists who wish to be trained 
in teaching, organizing and 
promoting one of this coun- 
try’s unique heritages -- 
canoeing and canoe tripping. 

Those participating in the 
schools would be people 
involved in youth leadership 
using canoeing and the out- 
doors as an educational 
medium. The participants 
will then utilize their training 
in summer camps, parks, 
school and college outdoor 
education, and canoe clubs. 

The course will teach the 
place of the canoe in 
Canadian history, and will 
emphasize the necessity for 
an environmental ethic in the 
use of the canoe. It will 
include practical and theory 
sessions on the analysis of 
canoe manoeuvers, water 
safety skills and procedures, 
principles and methodology 
of teaching, the organization 
of instructional programs, 
methods and materials in 
canoe tripping and white 
water technique, 

Students will participate in 
a series of lectures, films, 
seminars and group discuss- 
ions as well as sessions on 
water dealing with strokes, 
safety skills and games. 
There will be workshops on 
canoe tripping and a three 
day canoe trip, Sessions will 
be held on white water and in 
laboratories. 

The students will be 
evaluated on their ability to 
communicate to others and 
their canoe tripping skills. A 
written test will be admini- 
stered and solo paddling 
skills assessed, The partici- 
pant has the option to qualify 
for the instructor or assis- 
tant-instructor certificate. 

Participants should be able 
to demonstrate a certain 
amount of experience on 
their application form upon 


which an admission comm- 
ittee will make the selection. 
The candidate must be 18 
years of age and able to 
manoeuvre a canoe with ease 
by himself. He must be able 
to swim, and a badge of 
either Intermediate Red Cr- 
oss or R.L.S.S. Bronze are 
required, otherwise the can- 
didate will have to swim a 
distance of three hundred 
yards with ease.

The first Canadian ‘'Par- 
ticipark’’ was officially open- 
ed in Port Coquitlam, B.C. 

The evént marks a new, 
imaginative breakthrough in 
the area of enhanced physi- 
cal fitness for Canadians of 

_ all ages. 

Most Canadians are now 
aware of the need for greater 
physical fitness but many 
have lacked practical, easy, 
fun ways of doing something 
specific about it. 

A ‘‘Participark’’ is de- 
signed with precisely this in 
mind. 

The core of the idea lies in 
a fitness trail with 11 activity 
stations spaced along its 
roughly 1% mile length. It 
can be adapted to any 


existing park -- even those in 
the centre of town.
